Within two 
months he had established a virtual 
dictatorship, dissolving the National 
Assembly and abolishing all politi- 
cal parties. 

In 1938 King Boris signed a non- 
aggression pact with the countries 
of the Balkan Entente but that did 
not prevent his adherence to the Tri. 
partite Pact, which naved the way 
for the German march into Greece 
and Yugoslavia. His reward was the 
Rumanian part of Dobrudja, the 
Yugoslav part of Macedonia, and the 
Greek part of Thrace. He resisted all 
efforts to make him send troops to 
fight in Russia.
